"The C. P, R.) Agricultural, College 
Train, and the Work it ° 
Accomplished 


On urday evening, June 29, the | 
Agvicuttural College Special, run by 
the Canadian Pacifie Railway, com- 
nleted its very successful tour of the | 
province of Manitoba. The train, 
was on the road for 82 days, and in 
that time covered all Manitoba trib- 
utary to the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
87 different poists were visited, 1305 
addresses given to 22,900 people, | 
Which included 9851 men, 7426 Wo- 
men and 5623 of the senior classes of | 
the schools, The following is al 
brief outline of the work done on the | 
train: 

When the train arrived at each | 
stopping place, the car containing the | 
stork, which cousisted of three pure!

THE BAYAN BAT G08. 
Gtange Relics Found In Sacred Cave 
of Meuntain Wilderness. 

Sitoated far within the Hondusen 
mounteins of Central America, wen 
@n arroyo on the re @ 
amall stream flowing into the Bio 
Chamelican ane 9% miles from the 
ruins of the ancient city of Naoo, 
there has been discovered a cave in 


which many relics of a prehistoric 
people were found. Thick growths 
of tropical vegetation, rushi 


streams, eteep mountains and beds.0 
quicksand make the approach to this 
wonder-spot extremely difficult, yet 
it has been visited by explorers and 
the atrange contents of the cave 
brought forth for inspection. The 
entrance is 40 feet wide and its depth 
is 56 feet. ; 

Hundreds of coppér bells, the larg- 
est nearly three inches in diameter, 
not only eurprising in design but 
wonderful in workmanship, are 
mong the chief features of the die- 
covery. There seems to be no doubt 
that many were cast in moulds while 
others were beaten, or at least finish- 
ed in that manner. Some were built 
tier upon tier out of fine-spun wire, 
reourr ecrolla and other Lear d 
desi; superimposed in de} 
eately shaped coils of copper. There 
is a boldness of coneeption in the 
work and a mastery of treatment in 
ite finish that places it in a class 
distinct from all other aboriginal 
work of which the world has any 
knowledge. 

While the bells undoubtedly are the 
chief objects of interest, the other 
finds were notable. They include s 
number of well shaped spear-pointe, 
10 inches long, to one of which a por- 
tion of a petrified wooden shaft was 
attached. There were also some 
beads of polished stone and a few 
shells from the sort of snails that 
live in a nearby stream. Several ob- 
jects of religious and ceremonial na- 
ture were found. One of these is a 
large. life-size mask of white cedar, 
covered with mosaics of turquoise. 
The - ifferent settings for the eyes, | 
nose and crown evidently dropped 
out yea efore the discovery. 

The e rs found one idol eight 
inch . carved out of ebony and 
two faces, one above the 
A tiger head was carved on | 
its back. Another face they found | 
lis carved out of hard, white stone. 
| It is evident that this cave was used 
solely for re jus purposes by a 
people well versed in the working of 
metal and the cutting of stone, ac. 
‘complishments which are developed 
by a nation only when the primal 
wants of man hive been satisfied.
